As per claiml , Applicant asserts the cited reference fail to teach "providing the plaintext routine to the software driver (Remarks: Page 
2) n . Examiner respectfully disagrees because Crick teaches allowing the component device driver having the capability to encrypt / 
decrypt data (Cricks: Column 3 Line 50-51) and as such the plain text obtained after decrypting the encrypted version of the actual 
decryption (or encryption) algorithm routine, as taught by Ciacelli (Column 5 Line 43 - 45) must be provided to the software driver in order 
to realize the capability of encrypting / decrypting data. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are respectfully traversed. 

As per claim 3, Applicant asserts the cited reference fail to teach the additional novel element - i.e. the first encrypted routine is an 
encrypted version of a decryption routine. Examiner respectfully disagrees - please refer the same rationale of response set forth as 
above in rejecting the argument for claim 1 . 

As per claim 17, Applicant asserts the cited reference fail to teach "storing the plaintext routine in memory in a location known to the 
software driver (Remarks: Page 4)". Examiner respectfully disagrees because the plain text obtained after decrypting the encrypted 
version of the actual decryption (or encryption) algorithm routine, as taught by Ciacelli (Column 5 Line 43 - 45) must be stored in memory 
and also known to the software driver so that the software driver can realize the capability of encrypting / decrypting data (Cricks: Column 
3 Line 50 - 51) - otherwise, it would be merely an abstract idea without producing a tangible and useful result for encrypting / decrypting 
data. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are respectfully traversed. 
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
